FORD AND TEXTILES 
TO BE WAGNERIZED 


he Wagner Act (page 19) forbids employers to 

discriminate against or coerce union workers. 
Labor unions move therefore under the protection 
of the law of the land in organizing workers, de- 
manding union recognition. Two major subjects for 
immediate Wagnerization by CIO unions are 
Ford and southern text 
ere are 100,000 workers and potential union 
members at the great plant that Henry Ford built 
on the shores of the River Rouge, near Detroit. 
Here, on two square miles, stands the biggest auto 
plant and the most remarkable example of large- 
scale industrial integration in the world: an immense 
auto manufacturing and assembly plant, a full-size 
steel mill, a glass factory, a rubber-tire factory under 
construction. Last year, Henry Ford made 1,000,000 
automobiles. His workers are well paid and treated. 
‘The CIO will fight not for better pay but for recogni- 
tion. This is exactly what Mr. Ford will not give. 
He does not want anyone but his general staff 
(opposite) to tell him how his business might be run. 
Mr. Ford proclaimed: “We'll never recognize any 
union.” CIO's John Ley “He'll change 
his mind.” When the Wagner decision came, Mr. 
Ford changed his tune but not his mind. He said he 
never kept any worker from joining a union, 
hinted at a wage increase to forestall unionization. 

Meanwhile, the CIO textile union faces the harder 
job of organizing the southern textile industry. 
Scattered over ten states and therefore hard to 
organize, are 1,200 textile mills with 400,000 
unorganized workers.

VIENNESE PAINTER REVELS IN THE GROTESQUE 


In the face of some pretty heavy competition, 

Franz Sedlacek of Vienna has won a ri 
tation as the “world’s craziest painter. 
challenger, at least, for the world title, he is 
certainly the most eccentric Austrian to be 
internationally known for his brushwork. 
Stolid Northerners from Sweden and The 
Netherlands buy his paintings, which are close 
in spirit to the work of such surrealists as 
Dali and Chirico. Unencumbered at all stages 
of his career by any instruction in art, Sed- 
lacek, now 46, scrawled in pencil as a child, 
later graduated to crayon and then to the 


kind of nightmarish oils you see herewith. 
His painting has been the by-product of a 
full life embracing War service marked by 
decorations for valor, tutoring in a technical 
high school for women, the inventing of so 
many gadgets that he cannot begin to remem- 
ber what all of them were, conventional mar- 
riage and family life, the composition of two 
books entitled The Tapeworm and The Prune 
Pit respectively, and the perpetration of a 
poem called Rosa Froebel which commences 
as follows 

Around the ruins of a sign kiosk

the late Joseph Chamberlain. A Birmingham manufacturer, scion 
of a family of screw makers, he moved dominantly for 30 years among 
Victorian statesmen, Symbols of his arrogance were a monocle in a cold 
right eye, an orchid in his buttonhole. ‘Though he instituted vital reforms 
and dictated imperial policy, he never attained the reward he most set his 
heart on—England’s Prime Ministry. Fading into irritable old age, 
he chose his eldest son to fulfill his dream. So Austen Chamberlain was 
sent to Rugby and Cambridge, was polished in Paris and Berlin, was 
ushered in Parliament under his great father's banner. In time he bore 
the portfolio of Chancellor of the Exchequer and Foreign Secretary, but 
he fell short of England's highest office. What he and his father failed to 


. good enough for Birmingham, but hardly good 
enough for Westminster. Called to London during the World War by 
Lloyd George, he was elected to Parliament in 1918, became Chancellor 
of the Exchequer in 1923, again in 1931, ‘Today, with Stanley Baldwin 
near 70, and so weary under the “intolerable bufden of office” that he 


will soon resign, the third Chamberlain of Birmingham waits his turn.
